4)  “Potty”  half  dollar,  1875,  semi 
incuse  type  workmanship.  Unusual.  VG.  5-7)  Engraved  half  dollars, 
one  bust  type.

Superb  Erie  Canal  Medal  in  Silver 


3010  1826  Erie  Canal  Completion  Medal  in  Silver  with  Original  Box.  ($2000-L)p) 

Superb  44mm  silver  medal  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright  (Hibler-Kaplan  Number  1)  and  struck  by  Maltby  Pedotreau  for  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  New  York.  Obverse  with  Pan  and  Neptune  allegorical  figures  (Union  of  the  Erie  and  the  Atlantic).  Reverse  has  an  eagle  on  the  New  York 
arms,  canal  locks  and  viaducts,  New  York  skyline  behind. 


These  silver  specimens  are  very  rare  and  this  example  comes  with  the 
original  round  wood  box  with  parchment  inserts  on  the  inside.  The  cover 
has  “Presented  by  the  City  of  New  York"  on  the  insert  (some  penned  graffi¬ 
ti  is  also  present).  The  base  insert  has  “This  Box”/”was  made  out  of  a 
piece”/”of  wood  brought  from  Erie”/”on  the  first  Canal  Boat"/  and  along 
the  exergue  “The  Seneca  Chief’. 

This  medal  is  a  Choice  Extremely  Fine,  or  better.  This  example  is 
toned  blue  with  red  highlights  over  fields  that  exhibit  some  faint  hairlines 
from  being  buffed  many  years  ago.  The  box  and  paper  inserts  are  in 
excellent  condition.  A  similar  example  with  a  slightly  flawed  box  was  sold 
off  the  Stack’s  1990  Medals  Fixed  Price  List  for  $2,500.  This  fine  example 
is  certainly  worth  in  the  $2,000  to  $3,000  range  if  not  more.

3018  Low  62  Hard  Times  Token  in  Silver.  ($750-Up) 

Daniel  Webster  type  with  Ships  on  the  high  seas  on  both  sides.  This 
example  is  VF,  once  cleaned,  there  is  an  area  of  edge  cuts  at  7  o’clock 
that  doesn't  reveal  any  plating,  there  are  a  few  other  surface  and  edge 
nicks.  Sold  as  is,  no  returns. 

3019  Hard  Times  Tokens  and  Related  Items.  [52]  ($250-Up) 

Includes  35  HTT  (mostly  low  grade  and/or  cleaned,  there  a  are  a  few 
nicer,  but  very  common).

The 
silver  was  from  remelted  Zachary  Taylor  medals  returned  after  his 
administration.  Twenty  five  of  the  Fillmore  medals  were  returned  for 
remelting  and  reuse  by  the  next  administration.  The  number  of  large 
size  examples  existing  today  is  certainly  less  than  ten  examples,  and 
perhaps  as  low  as  five. 

This  example  is  nearly  Extremely  Fine,  with  an  attractive  deep  gray  tone.  A  long  red  ribbon  and  attached  deerskin  tie  is  included  along  with  an 
antique  pouch;  these  are  certainly  contemporary  and  in  all  likelihood  have  been  with  the  medal  for  quite  some  time.  For  accuracy  we  mention  some 
very  minor  obverse  pin  scratches  and  some  other  surface  marks  common  to  large  medals. 

A  lesser  example  appeared  in  the  1986  Bowers  sale  of  the  Dreyfus  collection  as  Lot  5160,  graded  very  fine,  it  brought  $5,060.00  This  example,  in 
superior  condition  and  with  the  tie,  ribbon  and  pouch  is  certainly  worth  more.

It  was.  in  the  words  of  George  Washington,  “...a  small  beginning”, 
but  it  was.  in  fact,  an  event  of  enormous  significance  to  our  nation.  In 
his  Annual  Address  of  November  1792,  America’s  first  President  was 
referring  to  the  striking  of  America’s  first  coin,  the  silver  half  disme  of 
1792.  Just  1,500  of  the  diminutive  silver  half  dismes  were  struck  on  a 
press  in  John  Harper’s  cellar  at  Sixth  and  Cherry  Street,  a  few  blocks 
from  the  future  site  of  the  First  Mint.  Made  of  silver  that  came  report¬ 
edly  from  George  Washington’s  own  tableware,  these  historic  coins 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  clearly  recognized 
them  as  a  true  expression  of  our  national  sovereignty.  Jefferson  proud¬ 
ly  distributed  them  to  U.S.  and  foreign  dignitaries. 

The  striking  of  these  silver  half  dismes  had  great  political  signifi¬ 
cance.  Congressional  sentiment  leaned  towards  a  presidential  portrait 
on  the  obverse,  but  Washington  adamantly  objected  to  that  idea.  He 
firmly  believed  that  presidential  portraits  were  too  “monarchical”,  and, 
instead,  “...a  device  emblematic  of  liberty...”  was  adopted. 

The  denomination  chosen  was  also  significant.  Disme  means 
‘tenth’,  and  a  monetary  system  based  on  decimal  coinage  represented 
a  clear  break  from  the  European  non  decimal  systems.  The  half  dismes 
were  struck  before  the  dismes  so  that  twice  as  many  coins  could  be 
produced  from  the  Treasury’s  initial  supply  of  $75  worth  of  silver. 

The  half  dismes  were  the  first  silver  coins  struck.  They  were  intimate¬ 
ly  associated  with  our  First  President.  The  portrait  may,  in  fact,  have 
been  modeled  after  our  First  Lady.  They  established  the  U.S.  decimal 
system  of  coinage.  They  are  surely  among  the  most  prized  of 
America’s  silver  coins.
